The following caoo was tried before 
the St. Pet^jrsburg tribunal April 23, 
1886 :

They were strij)ped 
of their clothes and their hands tied be- 
hind their backs by a rope, wliich w^as 
then passed over a rail fixed high in 
the wall of an ice cellar.

raised from the ground so that thoy 
could hardly touch tho icy ground ^vith 
the tii^s of their toes.

a s k i n g for 
their confessions and giving thoni blows 
on the head as they refused to comply 
with his wishes.

Ad- 
ams county has 160 pensioners and they 
get $1,358.08; DeKalb county has 274 
pensioners drawing $3,000.08; Hunting- 
ton has 203 pensioners and they draw 
$1,798.75; Lagrange has 196 pensioners 
and they draw $2,094.95; Steuben 
has 
318 pensioners and they receive $3,293; 
Well« has 149 pensioners drawing ftl,- 
396.83; Whitley county has 134 pension- 
ers getting $1,169.25 each quarter from 
Uncle Sam.
